few weeks has given the buyers a 
chance to ride the country and pick 
up the remaining crops In the hands 
of the growers. The dealers complain 
that roost of the crops remaining in 
the hands of the growers are held at 
too high a figure to be handled at a 
profit but many of thorn have been 
Ucught even at ho high price. 


At the- present time a very small 
percentage of the 1902 crop still re- 
mains unsold, and no douu. by the 
close of the year there will be prac- 
tically no goods unsold In the hands 
of the growers 


A number of the dealers are recelv-

them will have enough In hand uy 
the middle of December to begin as- 
sorting. 
All the dealers are anxious 
to get their.warehouses open at the 
earliest opportunity as they see 
a 


heavy season's work ahead of them 
and the available supply of help does 
not seem large enough to allow all 


• the warehouses to run full force. The 


warehouses that get a sufficient quan- 
tity of leaf on hand to get an early 
start will get the pick of the help 


' and will no doubt hold their forces 


during the entire packing season. 


It Is estimated that about thirteen 


hundred hands can be given work in 
this city from January to Juno and 
the available number of hands Is es- 
timated at about 1.000. 
It means 


that the warehouses will pay out al 
most one thousand dollars a day for 
.help, •which will be a great benefit 
-to the other lines of business In this 


;'• city.

A message was received here from

cal aid, and eight or ten physicians 
•were summoned. 


A telephone message from Danville 


stated that all available 
physicians 


from there had been called to tho 
•wreck. No word has been recelvei 
further than that four sleepers were 
at the bottom of the embankment. 


Many May Be Dead. 


In railroad circles at Danville tho 


belief was general that the loss of llf< 
must necessarily be heavy.
